Vietnam. Half the men of the 
corporal's company were killed 
or wounded in three hours of 
savage fighting. 


The infantry company proba- 


bly had been trailed by the 
North Vietnamese for days. 
When the troops took a rest 
break before the final climb up 
a mountain, Charlie, as Ameri- 
can troops have dubbed their 
foe, saw his chance, sent snip- 
ers up trees and positioned as- 
sault troops for attack. The sud- 
den burst of fire caught the 
Americans 
sprawled on the 


ground. Many didn't move after 
the first volley. Courage and 
leadership got the Americans 
out of what could have been a 
disaster. 


Ambushes can be in dozens of 


categories. Three classics in- 
volve the "U," the "Open U," 
and the "L." 


In each case, an unwary ad- 


versary is allowed to walk Into 
the kill zone where cross fire 
and terrain allow no place to 
hide, then is hit with everything 
available. Most of the damage 
in a well-executive ambush is 
done in the first five minutes. 


The Americans use the am- 


bush, too. One night south of the 
Da Nang air base a Marine unit 
on ambush patrol began hearing 
Vietnamese voices and suddenly 
sighted between 100 and 200 Viet 
Cong bent on attacking tit* 
base. The Marines ignored tte 
axiom that discretion is some* 
times the better part of valor 
and opened fire. The patrol was 
badly cut up, but the shots aj. 
erted the big base to the iro* 
pending attack, 


The Americans also have de» 


veloped and refined a tactic 
called the artillery ambush, 
Long-range reconnaissance pat, 
rols filter through the jungle 
and mountains seeking out inJu* 
(rating units, 


When they spot one, they ra< 


dlo for artillery, and from via* 
tgge points adjust the fire as the 
enemy tries to escape, The tftct 
tic sometimes works with dev* 
astating effect, 


But the big ambushes always 


have been pulled by Charlies, 
The Viet Cong §nd North Vtett 
name&e still as a rule are aWe 
to pick the time and place fer 
the big bittles.

At the same time two nearby 


South Vietnamese installations 
came 
under similar attack. 


South Vietnamese headquarters 
did not announce military casu- 
alties but said three civilians 
were killed and 13 wounded in 
one of the barrages. 


Ground action continued light, 


as it has been for almost a 
month, and the scarcity of ma- 
jor action was reflected by a 
slight decline in the weekly 
casualty figures. The U.S. Com- 
mand said 164 Americans were 
killed last week and 1,442 
wounded, compared with 175 
killed and 1,443 wounded the 
week before. South Vietnamese 
losses were put at 183 dead and 
523 wounded compared to 202 
killed and 543 wounded the pre- 
vious week, while 1,702 Commu- 
nists were reported killed, a 
drop from 1,995 a week earlier. 


On the political front, the 


South Vietnamese government 
announced it has asked the 
United Nations to send observ- 
ers for the presidential and 
senatorial elections Sept. 3 to 
"testify to our determination to 
hold free and honest elections." 


Mortar and rocket assault hit 


the headquarters of the 1st In- 
fantry Division's 1st Brigade at 
the airfield at Phuoc Vin, 35 
miles north of Saigon, about four 
hours before dawn. 


U.S. Command said there was 


light damage to installations 
and equipment at the airfield — 
a relatively small field used by 
spotter planes, helicopters and 
troop transports. 


The Red gunners used mostly 


light mortars but some of the 
rounds were 
from 
Russian- 


made 122mm rockets, one of the 
heaviest weapons in the Viet 
Cong arsenal. 


The shells rained on the head- 


quarters and the field for 25 
minutes, sending sleeping GI's 
scurrying for sandbagged bunk- 
ers and reaction patrols fan- 
ning 
about the 
barbed-wire 


camp perimeters. 


Flare ships lit the area and 


American guns under radar 
control opened • up on Commu- 
nist firing positions. They were 
located later in the day by 
ground patrols, abandoned and 
battered by shellfire but with no 
Viet Cong bodies left behind.

Wednesday to supply lines be- 
tween the industrial area and 
the southernborder. 


Military headquarters report- 


ed that despite the heavy weath- 
er 135 missions — an average 
day — were flown against the 
North with extensive damage to 
trucks, railroad rolling stock, 
barges and supply sites. 


U.S. B52 bombers, sweeping 


five miles up in the sky along

Laotian and Cambodian 


frontiers, poured tons of bombs 
on Communist camp and infil- 
tration areas in two raids early 
today, 


Medium-size bombs in satura- 


tion patterns blasted an enemy 
camp area in the central high- 
lands near Pleiku and another 
jungle gathering point near the 
hard-hit A Shau valley farther 
north.

WIN AT BRIDGE 


Planning Play 
Pays Dividends

Waldemar von Zedtwitz of 


New York has been one of the 
best bridge players in the 
world for 40 years. You can't 
be a great bridge player and 
be superstitious but Waldy 
has an almost superstitious 
feeling about the diamond 
suit. If you pin him down, he 
will admit that he tends to bid 
doubtful diamond slams be- 
cause he is lucky with them. 


Of course, Waldy does a lot 


about making his own luck. 
He sat South and while the 
final contract of six diamonds 
was optimistic i n d e e d , we 
can't find that he overbid at 
all. His partner did hold ace- 
king-ace but his two-club re- 
sponse showed a good hand 
and we feel that North's re- 
bid to three diamonds was a 
decidedly poor choice. With 
4-3-3-3 distribution he should 
merely have bid two no-trump 
over two hearts.

A—A temperature that is 


99.6 to 100 is a low fever and 
its significance would depend 
on many other factors. You 
should have a thorough ex- 
amination to determine the 
cause of your low fever and 
your other symptoms. 


Q—Can an anal fissure be 


cured without an operation? 
Do fissures become cancer- 
ous? Is it the same as a 
fistula? 


A—An a c u t e fissure or 


crack in the skin in the anal 
region can often be cured by 
the use of soothing supposi- 
tories and ointments and by 
gentle cleansing of the area 
after each bowel movement. 
An operation, is recommended 
if piles are also present or if 
the condition has persisted 
for more than a month. 


A fissure does not predis- 


pose to the development of 
cancer. An anal fistula is not 
a simple crack but a deep 
tubular pocket or tunnel ex- 
tending from the rectum to 
the skin in the anal region. 
This is a more difficult lesion 
to cure.

The 466,000 U.S. troops anfi 


the other Americans here are 
being pushed, prodded and even 
ordered to spend as few South 
Vietnamese plasters as possible, 
to avoid a catastrophic inflation 
that could do almost as much 
harm to the country as the war. 


Even with the piaster-control 


program instituted by Gen. Wil- 
liam C. Westmoreland, Ameri- 
cans, officially and individually, 
spent more than seven billion 
piasters more in the first half of 
1967 than the entire nonmilitary 
budget of the South Vietnamese 
government for the same peri- 
od. 


The U.S. figures are just for 


piasters that Americans spend 
inside South Vietnam. They do 
not include the multibillion-dol- 
lar cost of the war, most of 
which is spent outside Vietnam 
and does not affect its economy. 


The American piaster spend- 


ing ranges from the 2,000 that a 
GI pays for "Saigon tea" in a 
bar to the flood of piasters, * 
total amounting to about $20 
million, that the u.S. govern- 
ment pays for billets in down« 
town Saigon.

congressional committees pre« 
pared to probe rioting and vio- 
lence, some 40 House members 
from both parties proposed to- 
day a $300-milllon program to 
help local police forces deal 
with civil disorder. 


"The immediate need is for 


effective law enforcement, "Rep. 
James G. O'Hara, D-Mich., chief 
sponsor of the proposal, said in 
a statement. He said meaning- 
ful attacks on the underlying so- 
cial and economic causes of un- 
rest can be undertaken only 
when law and order are re- 
stored and maintained. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mlch,, 


planned to introduce similar leg- 
islation in the Senate. 


It would provide grants to or- 


ganize, train and equip local law 
enforcement agencies to prevent 
or control rioting. The grants 
would pay 50 per cent or 75 per 
cent of the cost of the programs 
with the higher percentage ap- 
plying if the state agreed to pay 
the rest. 


An administration proposal to 


step up federal aid for strength- 
ening 
law 
enforcement agen- 


cies is currently before the House 
Rules Committee and may come 
before the House as early as 
next week. It carries $50 million 
for the current year. 


Chairman Wright Patman, D- 


Tex., announced that the House 
Banking Committee will meet 
informally Monday to consider 
possible emergency legislation 
to help restore small businesses 
and housing destroyed by the 
rioting. 


And at least two congressional 


committees were planning pub- 
lic hearings next week related to 
the rioting. 


The Senate Judiciary Commit- 


tee expects to hold hearings on 
the House-passed bill to make it 
a federal crime to cross state 
lines to Incite rioting. Officials 
from Newark and Cambridge, 
Md., both scenes of recent riot- 
ing, are to be among the wit- 
nesses. 


The subversive-hunting House 


Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, meanwhile, hopes to 
launch public hearings on the 
Newark and Detroit riots, thus 
beating to the punch a proposed 
House Senate-probe.

""" Chairman Edwin E. Willis, D- 
La., said the committee — best 
known for its often stormy in- 
vestigations of alleged domestic 
communism — expects to meet

good deal of 1967 scouting 
around the country to sound out 
sentiment about his chances 
next year, seemed certain until 
this riot to try for the Republi- 
can nomination.

Michigan city after another.

people of this country," 


But Everett M, Dirksen of 


Illinois, Republican Senate lead- 
er woo sought to explain toe 
party statement to reporters, 
ducked and ran when they be- 
gan to quit him about some of 
the charges.

match in Congress where Dem*

Pope Returns 
From Visit 
to Turkey 


By DENNIS F. RED MONT 
VATICAN CITY (AP) - Back 


from 
what he depicted as a 


wearying but satisfying journey 
to Turkey, Pope Paul VI settled 
today into his summer vacation 
routine of rest and study. 


The Pope was driven directly 


to his summer residence at Cas- 
tel Gandolfo, south of Rome, 
after debarking from the jetlin- 
er that brought him home from 
Turkey Wednesday night, 


"We are a little tired," the 69- 


year-old pontiff told a crowd of 
greeters at Castel Gandolfo only 
a few hours after he trudged 
around the ancient Christian 
ruins of Ephesus, Turkey, in 
wilting 100-degree heat. 


The Pope said he would take 


"a few moments of rest," then 
"turn to the much, much, much 
work" still ahead of him. 


He is expected to remain at 


his cool retreat five or six 
weeks. During that period he 
will finish preparation of a 
forthcoming document on reor- 
ganization of the Curia and of 
plans for the historic worldwide 
synod of Roman Catholic bish- 
ops to be held in Rome starting 
Sept. 29. 


Also still before the Pope is 


the issue of birth control, the 
principal topic of study during 
his summer vacation last year. 
He has long postponed any de- 
claration on whether the church 
will lift its anticontraception 
rule. 


It was not excluded that the 


Pope might spend some of his 
vacation time contemplating a 
possible new trip. 


Returning on the Pope's jet 


from 
Turkey, Vatican aides 


commented on the pontiffs fifth 
journey abroad and said that he 
could be expected in the future 
to travel "just as often as he 
has in the past." 


Looking back on the two-day 


Turkish trip, the Pope told the 
Castel Gandolfo crowd that God 
had blessed his meetings with 
officials of that Moslem nation 
and 
with 
Orthodox religious 


leaders, 
including Patriarch 


Athenagoras. 


Predicting greater Christian 


unity advances, the Pope said 
the Orthodox leaders "showed 
themselves truly to be of such 
goodness and greatness of spirit 
as to let us foresee many other 
good things," 


The Pope and Athenagoras 


both vowed to make personal 
sacrifices in setting an example 
for the flocks of their "sister 
churches," separated nine cen- 
turies ago by the great schism. 


The sources said Turkish gov- 


ernment officials at least lis- 
tened sympathetically to Pope 
Paul's plea that they mediate 
between Israelis and Arabs in 
the Middle East crisis. 


Pope Paul ended his Turkish 


stay with the visit to the coastal 
city of Ephesus.

War-Injured 
Vietnamese 
to Get Help 


By JEAN HELLER 


NEW YORK (AP) - The U.S. 


government has offered free air 
transportation to this country 
for war-injured South Vietnam- 
ese children needing specialized 
medical treatment available in 
the United States. 


Two members of the Commit- 


tee of Responsibility, an organi- 
zation of American physicians, 
told The Associated Press that 
William Bundy, assistant secre- 
tary of state for the Far East, 
made the offer in a letter to the 
group earlier this month. 


"We approached him earlier 


this year on the matter," said 
Dr. Herbert Needleman, a Phil- 
adelphia physician. "In early 
July we got a letter that said 
the 
State 
Department 
was 


'prepared to offer air evacua- 
tion* for the children if the 
South Vietnamese government 
approves." 


Needleman and Dr. 
Frank 


Ervin of Boston, left New York 
for Saigon Wednesday afternoon 
to get that approval. 


"We're going with an open 


mind about the problem," Nee- 
dleman said. "We expect that 
the children will be released to 
us. You might say we're cau- 
tiously optimistic." 


The program would start with 


four children already chosen for 
evacuation. They range in age 
from 10 to 14 and have injuries 
too severe or of a nature that 
cannot be dealt with in Viet- 
nam. 


Two require facial plastic sur- 


gery, one had a groin injury and 
the fourth was severely burned 
on his face and neck by napalm, 
the doctors said. 


The committee has estimated 


that 30,000 South Vietnamese 
children will be injured in the 
war this year by one side or the 
other.
